During his initial 
remand period in Cardiff 
Prison during the sum¬ 
mer, Mr Kirk went on 
hunger strike. He was

Mr Kirk also under¬ 
went almost 12 weeks of 
assessments at a 
Bridgend psychiatric 
unit, before being 
returned to Cardiff 
Prison. 

He is charged with 
unlawfully possessing a 
World War 1 firearm (a 
1916 Lewis machine 
gun) and attempting to 
sell it without authority. 

Mr Kirk appeared in 
court on December 2, 
and was again remanded 
in prison until a plea, 
case-management hear¬ 
ing on December 17.

Transport plans 
are not so NEET 


A T a time 
when the 
NEET gener¬ 
ation ‘young people 
not in employment, 
education or train¬ 
ing’ is increasing, to 
general concern, I 
was disturbed to see 
the Vale Council is 
getting ready to end 
free transport to 
school or college for 
post-16 teenagers. 

This would affect all 
our Vale sixth-formers 
and college students 
from September 2010. 

What is even more 
incredible is that none of 
the parents I’ve asked 
about this, those who 
would pay for the 
change, seem to be 
aware of it. 

The council website 
shows the cabinet agreed 
to consult on the propos¬ 
als at a meeting on 
November 4 and asked 
for a report on the out¬ 
come for the meeting in 
January 2010. A brief 
period that includes the 


Christmas break. 

The website says the 
council currently pro¬ 
vides free transport for 
1,310 post-16 students. 

Options in the new 
proposals include replac¬ 
ing free transport for stu¬ 
dents over compulsory 
school age with either a 
travel grant system (sug¬ 
gested at £150 a year) or 
the introduction of a 
charging policy (suggest¬ 
ed at £180 a year). 

At a time when great 
efforts are being made to 
help the 16-19 age band 
to stay in education or 
training, this step seems 
highly counter produc¬ 
tive. 

Although many peo¬ 
ple would see this as a 
matter that won’t affect 
me personally, I think it 
does. 

It affects me as a 
member of a society 
when even more of our 
young people could go 
the NEET way to the 
concern of the rest of us.

Town instructors vow to 
fight for the future of 
Barry Driving Test Centre 


A CAMPAIGN 
meeting is being 
held by driving 
instructors in Barry 
who want the town 
to retain its Driving 
Test Centre. 

Last week, The GEM 
reported that the centre 
would close on March 26 
next year. 

But the town’s driving 
instructors say they will 
be fighting to secure its 
future. Jim Stokes, who 
owns PAL Driving 
School, said: “We are 
holding a meeting at the

Conservative Club at 
8pm on December 15. 

“Anyone interested in 
trying to keep Barry 
Driving Test Centre open 
is welcome to attend.” 

The closure of the cen¬ 
tre means that learner 
drivers will have to take 
their tests, and some of 
their lessons, in Cardiff 
or Bridgend. 

Mr Stokes explained: 
“If the centre closes on 
March 26, it will mean 
that learners will some¬ 
times require two-hour 
lessons, familiarising

themselves with roads in 
Cardiff or Bridgend - 
that means more time out 
of their day and more 
expense.” 

The Driving Standards 
Agency decided to take 
the opportunity of an 
option to break from a 
lease on the building it 
currently occupies on 
Dock View Road. 

The Vale Council has 
offered the DSA alterna¬ 
tive sites. 

Chris Fray, head of 
economic development 
and leisure, said: “On 
October 30, the council 
contacted the Driving 
Standards Agency with 
regard to the proposed 
closure of the test centre 
in Barry, offering the 
potential of alternative 
premises. 

“A response was 
received from the DSA 
which stated that, unfor¬ 
tunately, the agency was 
to close its facility in 
Barry and that premises 
were not needed. 

“Coun Rhodri 

Traherne, the cabinet 
member for economic 
development and regen¬ 
eration, has since written 
to the Vale MP, John 
Smith, requesting that he 
raise the matter with the 
appropriate Secretary of 
State.” 

Vale AM, Jane Hutt, 
told The GEM: “There is 
strong and widespread 


objection to the closure 
of the test centre in 
Barry. I have written to 
the Secretary of State for 
Wales, as well as the 
Transport Minister, to 
give further evidence of 
the adverse impact this 
decision would have 
upon learners, instructors 
and businesses in Barry 
and in the Vale.” 

A spokesman for the 
DSA said: “The centre at 
Barry does not offer the 
services we would wish 
to offer our customers 
and the premises do not 
have the benefit of off 
street parking for our 
customers. 

“The nearest alterna¬ 
tive centre to Barry is 
located at Cardiff which, 
at a distance of approxi¬ 
mately 7.7 miles, is with¬ 
in the 20-mile travel dis¬ 
tance criterion applicable 
to the area. 

“In addition to Cardiff, 
another alternative with¬ 
in the travel distance cri¬ 
teria is Bridgend, located 
approximately 18.5 miles 
from Barry. 

“Operationally, these 
centres meet the agency’s 
requirements in terms of 
test routes, and customer 
and staff facilities. 

“They have the spare 
capacity to absorb the 
diversion of demand 
from Barry, without com¬ 
promising waiting time 
service targets.”

CHURCH members and wor¬ 
shippers at a historic church 
in the Vale are working to 
ensure that this is not the last 
Christmas celebrated in the 
building. 

They have launched an appeal for 
£100,000 to repair the ancient lime¬ 
stone walls and redecorate the interior 
of the 13th century St Curig’s Church 
in Porthkerry. 

More than £15,000 has already 
been committed to the church from a 
combination of private donations, the 
Parochial Church Council and busi¬ 
nesses. 

The church has also applied for a 
grant from the Heritage Lottery Fund, 
which it is hoped will provide a large 
percentage of the funds needed for the 
project. A decision is expected in 
March 2010. 

Reverend David Treharne, Vicar of 
the Parish of Porthkerry and Rhoose, 
said: “I have been heartened by the 
depth of support from individuals and 
organisations in and around the com¬ 
munity, yet somewhat surprised by the 
support and depth of feeling towards 
our ancient church. 

“As we embark on the process of 
applying for grant aid, community 
support is essential. We are in serious 
danger of closing St Curig’s if we do 
not have local people wanting to help 
retain this beautiful church at the heart 
of the community. 

“It is important we raise the funds 
to keep this historic church in good 
condition and serving the community 
for hundreds of years to come.” 

The church of St Curig dates from 
the 13th century but was much rebuilt 
as part of a major restoration in 1867, 
at which time the church’s thatch roof 
was replaced with slate. 

The tower was added in the late 
15 th or early 16th century and its top 


was rebuilt in 1958. The church is a 
Grade II listed building. 

John Wesley, who founded the 
Methodist movement, preached at St 
Curig’s in 1741 and on several occa¬ 
sions during his journeys through 
south Wales. 

The church lych gate was erected 
as a memorial to those who lost their 
lives in the First World War.

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COMMUNITY SERVICE 
FOR SALON OWNER IN THE 
‘TANNING BURNS’ CASE 


A TANNING salon owner 
prosecuted at Barry 
Magistrates Court after a 
14-year-old girl suffered 
severe burns on his 
sunbeds, has been ordered 
to carry out community 
service. 

Schoolgirl Kir sty McRae suf¬ 
fered 70 per cent burns after 
using the unmanned Lextan salon 
in Barry to get a quick tan. 

Owner James Hadley (25) was 
prosecuted under health and safe¬ 
ty laws after Kirsty ended up on a 


drip in hospital. His Lextan salon 
is one of more than 300 
unmanned coin-operated tanning 
centres in Britain - and the judge 
called for action to stop their 
“reckless” use. 

Hadley, who is from Neath, 
admitted making a false state¬ 
ment to council officers, failing to 
assess a young employee, failing 
to provide safety goggles, failing 
to staff the premises, and operat¬ 
ing the machines beyond recom¬ 
mended times. 

He was this week ordered to do 
90 hours community service and 


given a 12-month probation 
order. He was also ordered to pay 
costs of £6,000. 

The court heard that signs were 
“wholly inadequate” in the salon 
to protect young people wanting a 
quick tan. 

District Judge John Charles 
said: “Young people who are vul¬ 
nerable need protection and for 
them these notices are wholly 
inadequate. 

“The only analogy I can draw 
is that you wouldn’t expect to see 
an unmanned, unsupervised off- 
licence.”

Pencoedtre Woods - in or 
out of Barry’s green belt? 


I WRITE in 

response to the let¬ 
ter from Rhoose 
councillor Jeffrey 
James, ‘Pencoedtre 
Woods ARE protect¬ 
ed’ (The GEM, 
December 3) which 
makes the allegation 
that my ‘opinion is 
not based on the true 
facts, but in fact seeks 
to mislead’. 

Coun James does not 
address the fundamental 
points in my letter, but 
half quotes a sentence 
from it and then states it 
is completely untrue. 

The description used 
by council officials for 
this whole site is ‘Land 
to the east of Pencoedtre 
Lane’. However, there is 
an awful lot of land to 
the east of Pencoedtre 
Lane: but hey, let’s not 
nit-pick. 

So my description 
may not have the scien¬ 
tific precision Coun 


James expects from 
members of the public, 
but it is a bit rich to say 
that I seek to mislead 
when the entrance to the 
last piece of land on the 
site is nearly 100 metres 
from Pencoedtre Lane - 
and almost entirely sur¬ 
rounded by the woods 
and the Site of Special 
Scientific Interest. 

Google Earth clearly 
shows the four parcels of 
land involved, two of 
which I, and I suspect 
many other local people, 
would describe as within 
Pencoedtre Woods. 

Indeed, the council’s 
policy document, the 
UDP map, defines by 
colour these two fields 
the same as the woods 
themselves - ‘Allocated 
recreation areas'.

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New leader takes on Rhodri’s mantle at 
the Assembly as Wales looks forward... 


^ASSEMBLY, 
NOTES 


F OR the past 10 years, I have 
been writing a fortnightly 
column in The GEM and if I 
look back over this time, there 
have been many ‘events’ as Harold 
Macmillan described them, which 
are worthy of note and recall. 

Some of these link to key political 
‘events’— such as the outcome of elections 
and the impact the results have had on gov¬ 
ernment at all levels. 

I have been your Assembly Member since 
May 1999, and I have reported on develop¬ 
ments and changes, many of which I have 
been directly involved in, as a Minister and 
politician, such as the formation of partner¬ 
ships and coalitions with other political par¬ 
ties - between Labour and the Liberal 
Democrats in 2000 and Labour and Plaid 
Cymru in 2007. 

In May 2007,1 was proud to be the 
Minister who successfully nominated Rhodri 
to be First Minister at a ‘cliffhanger’ point in 
the negotiations for a new government after 
six weeks of political uncertainty as to who 
was going to govern Wales. 

Some of these ‘events’ may have been of 
little interest to my constituents, who just 
want to see a government in place, taking 
decisions and being held to account for poli¬ 
cies and budgets and delivering good public 
services. 

But this week, we are in the midst of 
change which will be notable in the history 
of Wales. There has been widespread inter¬ 
est in the changes that are taking place, with 
the First Minister, Rhodri Morgan, Leader of 
the Labour Party, standing down from this 
position ( remaining an Assembly Member 
until 2011) and we are welcoming a new 
First Minister and Leader, Carwyn Jones, to 
take this top position in Wales. 

For nearly 10 years, Rhodri Morgan has 
led Wales in the most extraordinary way, 


marking him out as one of the most popular 
and respected leaders of our time. 

This week, he has undertaken his last 
First Minister’s questions to a packed public 
gallery for this significant occasion. 

As usual, his formidable knowledge, 
intellect and wit will have drawn the admira¬ 
tion of all those who have enjoyed and ben¬ 
efited from these weekly events, alongside 
the many other roles he has played in Wales 
and the world. 

Last Thursday, I attended the 
ninth economic summit he has 
chaired since last autumn 2008, 
when the recession began to bite 
in Wales. 

Supported by key figures in 
business, trade unions, as well as 
the banks and universities, there 
was strong support for the way 
the First Minister has developed 
and led this social and economic 
partnership, which has been all 
about ‘government engaging’ with 
those whose interests we are here 
to serve. 

This partnership has helped the 
Welsh Assembly Government 
deliver such programmes as 
Proact, which has benefited 7,627 
individuals, 156 companies (two 
thirds SMEs) including compa¬ 
nies in the Vale such as Dow 
Coming, Symons Madge and 
Corinthian. 

The skills update last Thursday 
was positive in terms of the 
investment we are making in 
skills for 1,800 young people 
undertaking the ‘Pathways to 
Apprenticeships’ scheme, and 
1,089 businesses supported by the 
leadership and management work¬ 
shops. This all provides a healthy 
partnership base of support for 


our new First Minister, Carwyn Jones AM, 
my cabinet colleague and fellow AM from 
Bridgend, who takes the reins this week to 
continue the drive to lead Wales out of the 
recession in 2010 towards new opportunities 
which will benefit our communities and 
economy. 

There has been a widespread and warm 
welcome for Carwyn as he takes on the 
mantle of leadership. He has acknowledged 
the great man he has to follow, but that will 


strengthen him in every way as he moves 
into this role in a more confident Wales, 
which has found inspiration from Rhodri 
Morgan. 

This is a Wales which is ready to welcome 
and support a bright new leader, with 10 
years ’ ministerial experience himself, taking 
on the role of First Minister for Wales. 

Thank you for everything, Rhodri 
Morgan, and congratulations and good luck 
to Carwyn Jones!

When two great engineers 
came face to face in Penarth 


RECENTLY, a plaque was 
unveiled at Penarth to com¬ 
memorate the sesquicente- 
nary (150th) anniversary 
(1859-2009) of the end of an 
era concerning the engi¬ 
neers Isambard Kingdom 
Brunei (1806-1859) and 
Robert Stephenson (1803- 
1859), as both were to die 
within a few weeks of each 
other in 1859. 

It also commemorated the last 
voyage of the Great Britain. 

Through their individual talents 
and achievements, Brunei and 
Stephenson raised the profile of the 
engineer to an unprecedented level 
and, by the synergy of ‘standing 
together’, they greatly enhanced 
public awareness of their profes¬ 
sion. 

Brunei died on September 15 
and within a month, Stephenson 
had passed away on October 12. 

Before the end of that month, a 
suggestion was made for a joint 
monument to ‘...perpetuate the 
memory of Mr Brunei and Mr 
Stephenson’. For a number of rea¬ 
sons, this was never carried out. 

The Institution of Civil 
Engineers Wales Cymru took up 
the suggestion made in 1859 to 
mark the joint anniversary with a 
plaque highlighting Stephenson’s 
achievements and Brunei’s associ¬ 
ations at Holyhead in north Wales. 

On November 18, we marked 
Brunei’s achievements in south 
Wales at Penarth, a location that 
brought him into contact with 
Stephenson. 

While Brunei’s professional 
contact with Stephenson, and 
indeed other contemporaries, was 
wide-ranging, the instances of 
working together are few and far 
between. 

The professional rivalry 
between Brunei and Stephenson is 
evident from the beginning of their 
engineering careers, from the time 
they came together in the negotia¬ 
tions for access to a joint London 


station at Euston in 1836, to when 
they faced each other at Cardiff 
over the Taff Vale Railway propos¬ 
als for a dock on the river Ely. 

Frequently, they were found giv¬ 
ing evidence on opposite sides con¬ 
cerning the various railway 
schemes going through parliamen¬ 
tary enquiries and committees. 

But, despite their professional 
allegiances, they remained on 
excellent terms, friends who sup¬ 
ported each other’s engineering 
projects with their presence and 
practical advice. 

This was evident at occasions 
such as the floating out of the first 
iron tube of the Britannia Bridge 
when Stephenson invited Brunei 
and another great engineer, Joseph 
Locke. 

These three, the ‘great triumvi¬ 
rate of engineers’ as the Victorian 
press later referred to them, gath¬ 
ered on the top of the great tube, 
together with the senior members 
of Stephenson’s team. 

Before this occasion in 1846, 
Brunei made the following remarks 
about Stephenson: “It is very 
delightful in the midst of our inces¬ 
sant personal professional contests 
carried to the extreme limit offair 
opposition, to meet him on a per¬ 
fectly friendly footing and discuss 
engineering points. ” 

At Penarth in 1840, the two 
engineers faced each other on rival 
dock schemes. A dock was pro¬ 
posed for Brunei’s first Welsh com¬ 
mission, the Taff Vale Railway on 
the river Ely, but this was to be 
abandoned in favour of Bute Dock 
interests represented by 
Stephenson. 

There are other connections with 
Brunei and Penarth - in 1886 the 
dock, that was finally built under 
the direction of John Hawkshaw 
and Samuel Dobson and opened in 
1866, witnessed the last commer¬ 
cial voyage of the Great Britain. 

This was after her days as a pas¬ 
senger liner following major and 
radical changes as a sailing cargo 
vessel. The result was that she was 
no longer the SS Great Britain ; her 


propeller, engine and boilers were 
taken out and she became a three- 
masted fully-rigged sailing vessel. 

Even her iron hull was sheathed 
with pitched pine cladding and 
Brunei himself would have been 
hard pressed to recognise his revo¬ 
lutionary ship of 1843. 

All this took place in 1882, her 
engines and accommodation being 
removed and replaced by cargo. 

This voyage, the third as a sail¬ 
ing ship, would be the first in 
which the ship would be loaded 
with coal in south Wales. 

The Great Britain was now just 
another one of the many hundreds 
of ships involved in the south 
Wales coal trade when she arrived 
at Penarth to take a shipment des¬ 
tined for Panama on January 20, 
1886. 

The voyage was logged as No 
47, destination Panama via Cape 
Horn and Captain Stap was the 
master on what was to be the last 
commercial voyage of the Great 
Britain. 

Voyage No 47 began on the 
morning tide of February 6, 1886 
when she left the safety of Penarth 
Dock to be pulled by steam tug 
around Penarth Head, but she was 
destined never to arrive at her des¬ 
tination. 

The concluding story of the 
Great Britain is well known, a ship 
that began life as the largest 
steamship of her day and ended as 
a three-masted barque but whose 
commercial life was written off in 
the Falkland Islands. 

The story, however, had a suc¬ 
cessful end when, in 1970, she was 
brought back from the Falklands 
and can be seen today in Bristol, 
the original dry dock where she 
was built and launched in 1843. 

Working on the construction of 
the dock in the 1860s was a young 
engineer by the name of Henry 
Marc Brunei (1842-1903), 
Brunei’s youngest son.

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NEWS FROM THE 
PENARTH AND 
DISTRICT RAMBLERS 


Paddling through 
the mud and up 
towards the sun 

RECENTLY, several walks have been 
cancelled because of the inclement 
weather - but on the day that the weath¬ 
er forecasters got it right, Barrie, Anna, 
Marion and Ann joined Joy for a trip up 
to Tongwynlais. 

A huge arched rainbow hung in the sky above 
Garth Hill indicating that somewhere there was 
heavy rainfall, but upon their arrival, the morning 
was dry and humid. 

Castell Coch is perched upon a rocky hillside 
overlooking the Taff valley and its three conical 
towers rise out of the surrounding trees. 

Built for the mega rich third Marquess of Bute 
by William Burges, it stands on the site of an origi¬ 
nal motte and bailey castle. 

Leaving the car park, they descended to pass 
through Tongwynlais and take the riverside path 
beside the fast flowing Taff. 

Rising in the Brecon Beacons the Taf Fechan and 
Taf Fawr come together at Cefn Coed y Cymer just 
north of Merthyr Tydfil and form the River Taff, 
which flows down through Cardiff to the Bristol 
Channel. 

Crossing the river bridge and railway line, they 
reached Morganstown and passing through a hous¬ 
ing estate adjacent to the motorway, they entered 
Coed Pant-tawel. 

Passing over the overgrown and disused railway 
track bridge, they paddled their way along a wet 
and muddy track through woods to cross a stile and 
climbed through open fields to the ridge above 
where they stopped for morning coffee with misty 
views towards Penarth Head and over Cardiff Bay. 

Sheep-filled fields, followed by a steep muddy 
path, led them downhill and then across some 
boggy ground just to the northeast of Pentyrch, 
where the field was full of black sheep and they 
reached a lane. 

By now the sun was shining and coats were dis¬ 
carded as they began the gradual climb up Garth 
Hill situated at 307-metres above sea level. 

This was Ffynnon Garw, the fictional hill in the 
book and film, The Englishman who went up a Hill 
and came down a Mountain , written by Christopher 
Monger. 

Reaching the trig point near the Bronze Age 
tumuli, the wind was cool and fierce and after a 
brief look at the surrounding countryside where 
coats were donned once more, they began their 
descent from the ridge, stopping for lunch out of 
the breeze in an indentation in the hill. 

A muddy path led them down to Lan Farm as the 
misty rain began to fall, and a steep leaf-covered 
track led them down to Gwaelod-y Garth, which 
during Elizabethan times was renowned for its iron- 
ore mines. 

A steep winding track led downhill and crossing 
the river bridge they reached Taff’s Well, taking the 
footbridges over the railway line and the A470 and 
a short gradual climb led them to the Taff Trail. 

Running for 55-miles, the Taff Trail, used by 
walkers and cyclists, runs from Brecon through 
Merthyr Tydfil, Aberfan, Abercynon, Pontypridd 
and Tongwynlais eventually reaching Cardiff.

Police are calling time on 
traffic wardens in the Vale 


TRAFFIC wardens 
are set to disappear 
from the streets of 
the Vale by the end 
of next year. 

South Wales Police 
have announced that they 
will no longer enforce 
parking restrictions and 
other traffic orders - in 
order to save money. 

They had intended to 
withdraw from April 1 
next year, but have now 
agreed to postpone that 
until December 31, 2010. 

Councils now have the 
power to enforce double 
yellow lines and other 
restrictions and could 
appoint their own war¬ 


dens to ‘police’ the bor¬ 
ough. 

Police have been urg¬ 
ing councils in south 
Wales to decriminalise 
parking and introduce 
civil parking enforce¬ 
ment. 

A report to the Vale’s 
cabinet has laid out all 
the implications 

involved. 

Councils have to apply 
to the Welsh Assembly 
Government to assume 
the powers necessary. 

All fines imposed 
from parking are retained 
by the council to pay for 
the cost of employing the 
wardens. 

Council officers have

warned that illegal and 
obstructive parking can 
create a serious road haz¬ 
ard as well as congestion. 

They said that illegal¬ 
ly parked vehicles can 
interfere with the free 
flow of traffic, stop the 
movement of emergency 
vehicles and buses and 
also affect driver visibili¬ 
ty, screening pedestrians 
and cyclists. 

At the moment, police 
employ two traffic war¬ 
dens in the Vale but offi¬ 
cers warn that this num¬ 


ber will reduce over the 
next year as wardens 
seek new jobs and they 
are unlikely to be 
replaced. They point out 
that by next December, 
there may be very little 
enforcement by police of 
parking restrictions. 

Councils who have 
already introduced civil 
enforcement, have had 
mixed results - with 
some eventually cover¬ 
ing their costs from the 
fines - but others have 
failed to do so and have 
had to subsidise the 
scheme from other 
income. 

Authorities throughout 
the South Wales Police 


area are affected and the 
cabinet has agreed to co¬ 
operate with Bridgend 
County Borough 

Council, Rhondda Cynon 
Taff and Merthyr in com¬ 
missioning a study to 
look at all the issues. 

SEWTA (South East 
Wales Transport 

Alliance) will also con¬ 
tribute £10,000 towards 
the cost. Each council 
will pay between £3,000 
and £5,000. 

The cabinet will 
receive a further report 
once this study has been 
completed and will then 
make a decision.

Kelly’s Box is a beguiling 
and intriguing proposition 


F OR a man 
who had the 
cinematic 
world at his feet, 
Richard Kelly has 
certainly slipped off 
the radar in recent 
years. 

Having blasted onto 
the public conscious 
with twisted time travel 
film Donnie Darko, 

Kelly allowed the iron to 
cool considerably, fol¬ 
lowing Darko up five 
years later with 
Southland Tales, a 
future-based epic that 
forgot to include a deci¬ 
pherable plot in its mix, 
and met with a consider¬ 
ably lower fanfare than 
that of its progenitor. 

Kelly’s latest sees him 
adapt Richard 
Matheson’s short story, 
‘Button, Button’, itself 
the inspiration for a 
Twilight Zone episode, 
with The Box. James 
Marsden and Cameron 
Diaz are Arthur and 
Norma Lewis, a subur¬ 
ban couple struggling to 
make ends meet. 

When a mysterious 
stranger (Frank 
Langella) arrives on 
their doorstep one day, 
he offers them a way out 
- a box with a red but¬ 
ton, and should either of 
them press the button 
they will be bequeathed 
$1 million. 


The downside, how¬ 
ever, is that someone, 
somewhere, will die as a 
result, and with only 24 
hours for the couple to 
decide, they must face 
up to this huge moral 
dilemma, little realising 
the magnitude of the 
decision they are to 
make... 

The Box is a film with 
an intriguing and highly 
interesting premise - 
were a stranger to offer 
you the same deal being 
offered to the Lewis’, 
would you take it? 

Given the somewhat 
prescient nature of the 
film during a period of 
recession, it is a propos¬ 
al that some may be 
inclined to accept, and 
forms the basis of a film 
that is never less than 
absorbing. 

It is certainly a pecu¬ 
liar film, taking a moral 
conundrum and running 
with it to the furthest 
reaches of imagination, 
yet it is to Richard 
Kelly’s credit that he 
keeps the film motoring 
along nicely. 

Kelly wrote and 
directed here, and both 
the script and his direc¬ 
tion wear their influ¬ 
ences on their sleeve 
without being too slavish 
in their devotion. 

There is more than a 
faint nod and wink to the 
likes of The Twilight 
Zone (unsurprising given 


the story’s origins) and 
The Shining, but Kelly 
uses these cleverly, the 
1970s setting of the film 
lending itself an ambi¬ 
ence that these influ¬ 
ences accentuate. 

His direction is very 
much steeped in the 
1970s thriller, using 
plenty of static shots and 
clever framings to draw 
maximum impact. 

He cleverly uses the 
film’s 12A rating to 
make the scares that per¬ 
vade the film more psy¬ 
chological than visceral. 

It is here that the sim¬ 
ilarities to The Shining 
are most apparent, 
Kelly’s cold detachment 
reminiscent of some of 
Kubrick’s more subdued 
scares (just watch out for 
the scarily blank faces of 
certain characters) which 
helps to create a mood 
of both mystery and 
underlying fear in what 
may happen next. 

His script also does a 
good job of laying the 
mystery on while slowly 
drip feeding the audi¬ 
ence information. 

It is a neat trick that 
keeps you captivated 
throughout and takes the 
film away from the set¬ 
up and into another 
realm entirely, a move 
that will either leave you 
feeling satisfied as the 
story unfolds or leaves 
you thinking ‘what on 
earth’.

Personally, it is a shift 
that works within 
Kelly’s framework, tak¬ 
ing the story into an 
unexpected area that 
feels very much akin, 
tonally, to the works that 
Kelly is both influenced 
by and pays lip service 
to. 

He draws strong per¬ 
formances from both 
Cameron Diaz and 
James Marsden as the 
couple whose world is 
turned upside down by 
the offer they receive. 

While the former’s 
accent doesn’t quite 
work out, her perform¬ 
ance is strong, capturing 
beautifully the gamut of 
emotions that the charac¬ 
ter is being put through, 
while Marsden offers up 
another good turn as the 
husband who is some¬ 
what perfunctory to the 
main narrative thrust, 
but is given purpose by 
the actor’s solid per¬ 
formance. 

However, the 
strongest turn on show is 
Frank Langella’s 
stranger, offering the 
world without the vic¬ 
tims ever really knowing 
the tme cost of his deal. 
He is stoic and emotion¬ 
less, perfectly keeping 
things hidden until Kelly 
decides it’s time to 
reveal elements of his 
character. 

Langella’s turn, 
accentuated by some 
clever effects, is made 
even scarier by the char¬ 
acter’s otherworldliness, 
unaffected by the pleas 
of the characters whose 
life he has turned into a 
living hell. 

The film’s biggest 
flaw is, to my mind, also

its biggest strength, with 
its overarching air of 
puzzlement and ques¬ 
tions either a clever way 
to build up suspense or a 
frustrating way to pay 
off such a clever concept 
- the latter camp may 
feel that the film is ulti¬ 
mately a case of ‘great 
set-up, poor execution; 
but if you are in the first 
camp then The Box is 
perplexing yet thorough¬ 
ly beguiling film that 
will both entertain and 
intrigue. 

VERDICT-A return 
to form for Richard 
Kelly, The Box is a film 
that may well divide 
filmgoers, but if you 
found yourself enjoying 
Donnie Darko, then 
you’ll be on sure footing 
here. 

Raising interesting 
moral questions while 
reflecting them through 
a Twilight Zone prism, it 
is somewhat of a love-it- 
or-hate-it experience, but 
one that is well worth 
watching. 

Enjoyable.
